SMOCK MARRIAGES. 


Instances In Maine of a Custom That Pre- 


vailed In England a Century Ago, 
A Bangor lawyer attending court; in 


the ancient town of Wiscassef;, Me., 
went rummaging recently in the colonial 
court records of tbe place and In the 
course of his reading ran across the 
official registration of a "smook mar- 
riage." Not knowing what sort of mar- 
riage that was he looked further and 
got considerable light upon a custom 
that prevailed in England a centuiry or 
two ago and also to some extent in the 
American colonies. 


Smock marriages were weddings 


where the bride appeared dressed in a 
white sheet or chemise. 
The reason of 


rack a garb was the belief that if a 
man married a woman who was in debt 
te could be held liable for her indebted- 
ness if he received her with any of her 
property, and also that if a woraan mar- 
ried a .man.who was in debt his credit* 
ors could not take her property to satis- 
fy their claims if he received nothing 
from her. In England, says an antiqua- 
rian, there was at least one case where 
the bride was clothed puris naturalibus 
while the ceremony was being per- 
formed in the great church at Birming- 
ham. 
The minister at first refused to 


perform the ceremony, but finding noth- 
ing in thernbrio that'wonld excuse him 
he married the pair. 


To carry out the law fully as the peo- 


ple understood it the ceremony should 
always have been performed as it was 
in the Birmingham church. But modes- 
ty forbidding, various expedients were 
used to accomplish the desired purpose 
and yet avoid the undesirable features. 
Sometimes the bride stood in a closet 
and pnfrher'hand through a hole in the 
door. Sometimes she stood behind a 
cloth screen and put her hand out at 
one side, again she wound about her a 
white sheet furnished for the purpose 
by the bridegroom, and sometimes she 
stood in her chemise or smouk. Even- 
tually, in Essex county at least, all im- 
modesty was avoided by the bride- 
groom's furnishing to the bride all the 
clothes sho wore, retaining title to the 
same in himself. This he did in the 
presence of witnesses, that he might 
prove the fact in case he was sued for 
any debts she might have contracted. A 
marriage of this kind occurred at Brad- 
ford in 17SSi and the following is a true 
copy of the record of the same: 


BRADTOKD, Doe ye 24, 1733.

married to the -widow Mary Bacon Nor 23 last 
past by me ye subscriber then declared that ho 
took the said person -without anything of es 
tato and that Ly dia the wlf o of Ehazer Burbank 
& Mary tho wife of Thomas Stickney & Mar- 
garet the wife of Caleb Burbank all of El ad- 
ford were witnesses that the clothes sho the.a 
had on -\\ ere of his providing & bestowing upon 
her WILLIAM BALCH, Minister of yo Gospel. 


It is noted by the same writer that in 


all cases of smock marriages that hava 
come to his knowledge the brides have 
been widows. 


It is thought that during Ihe reign of 


George III there were many smock mar- 
riages in Maine, then a part ot the prov 
ince of Massachusetts Bay, chiefly in 
Lincoln and York counties or m the ter- 
ritory which is now so known. There is 
nothing to show that the practice out- 
lived tbe Revolution. In Maine up to 
1852 
a husband was liable for debts of 


his wife contracted before marriage, 
and no such subterfuge as the smock 
marriage conld relieve him.—New York 
Sun.

What a Healthy Man Consumes In Seven- 


ty Years of Life. 


Taken all in all, a healthy man with 


a good appetite and moderate thirst con- 
sumes in 70 years 96>£ tons of solid and 
liquid foods. If the consumer •weighs, 
gay, 150 pounds, he will eat and dnuk 
during his lifetime 1,280 tames his own 
weight. Transforming all this foodstuff 
into mechanical labor, the strength de 
rived would be sufficient to lift 87,600, 
000 tons one foot from the ground or to 
raise the Forth bridge at, Edinburgh, 
•which weighs 264,600,000 pounds, to a 
height of 1,235 feet. 


Excluding the first 20 years of a life- 


time, the quantity of cigarettes con- 
sumed by a regular smoker who smokes 
a dozen every day would in 60 years 
reach the number of 219,000, or a mon- 
ster rolled cigarette more than 16 feet 
in length and about 5 feet thick, beside 
which the tallest man would resemble 
a veritable dwarf. A cigar smoker con- 
suming six of his favorite brand a day 
would during his lifetime smoke a gi- 
gantio cigar of more than 16 feet long 
and almost 2}£ feet thick. It would 
weigh 4,430 pounds and would take 
the suction power of a steam engine to 
puff it. 


As the smoking habit is not necessary 


to existence it is easily seen how much 
money a smoker wastes in the course of 
years. A pipo smoker consumes in his 
lifetime a half ton of tobacco.—New 
York Herald.

As people in these war times are in- 


terested in everything pertaining to 
military and naval affairs the follow- 
ing may not be out of place: 


A regiment of artillery consists of 


twelve batteries of six guns each; a 
regiment of cavalry is composed of 
twelve t-oopa two or more of which 
form a squadron; a regiment or infan- 
try consists of twelve companies, four 
of which form a battalion. The rela- 
tive rank of the officers of the army 
and navy and the divisions in the for- 
mation of these two branches of the 
service are as follows: 


A General, or Oommandcr-in-Ohief 


in the army corresponds to the rank of 
Admiral or vice Admiral in the navy; 
a Lieutenant-General to a Rear Ad- 
miral; a Major-General to a Commo- 
dore; a Brigadier-General to a Captain; 
a Colonel to a Commander; a Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel to a 
Lieutenant-Com- 


mander; a Major to a Lieutenant; a 
Captain to a Master; a First Lieuten- 
ant to an Ensign; a Second Lieutenant 
has no corresponding rank in the navy. 


Squad—A subdivision of the com- 


pany, commanded by a Sergeant or 
Corpora], 


Platoon—Half a company, command- 


ed by a Lieutenant. 


Company—Not more than 100 men, 


commanded by a Captain. 


Battalion—Pour companies, 
com- 


manded by a Major. 


Kegiment—Three 
battalions, com- 


manded by a Colonel. 


Brigade—Two 
or more regiments, 


commanded by a Bngadiar.General. 


Division—Two 
or 
more brigade?, 


commanded by a Major-General. 


Corps- Two or more divisions, com- 


manded by a Lieuteuant-General. 


Squadron—A detachment of a fleet 


employed on any particular service. 


Flotilla—A fleet of small vessels. 
Fleet—A large number of war ves- 


sels under one commander. 


The war discussions in Congress were 
conducted with closed doora and 
reached the climax in Jane, 1813. 
Randolph tried hard for delay until 
October, bat the question was pressed 
and the war bill was carried by a ma- 
jority of thirty in the House and six 
in the Senate. 


Madison was noted for the elegance 


of bis official papers in which, indeed, 
he has never been excelled, His war 
proclamation is probably the finest 
specimen and rings with such patriotic 
eloquence that it, seems appropriate to 
the present day. Hence we offer an 
abstract: 


" With such an alternative war was 


chosen. The appeal was m&de in 
a just cause to the just and all power- 
ful Being who holds in his hands the 
destiny of nations. It remains only 
that faithful to onr friends and aver 
ready to accept peace'from the hands 
of justice we prosecute the war with 
united counsels and with amplest pow- 
ers of the nation until peace be obtain- 
ed under Divine blessing." 


How appropriate these utterances to 


the present day. Madison lived to see 
the benefloient result of the war and 
this experience will no doubt be repeat- 
ed in President MoEinley.—Ex.

Student by Society and the Faculty—A.

There was a big crowd o 
flevil may care young men there, mos 
Df them with plenty of money, and 
£hey made Oharlottesville and snr 
rounding Albemarle fairly hum. Thes 
kindred spirits formed a society whicl 
took the name of 'Eli Bananas.' " 


Here the speaker smiled at evidently 


amusing reminiscences. "There is n 
telling what the 'Eli Bananas' didn* 
do. For the quintessence of mischie 
and devilment they took the laurels 
There was nothing downright bad abou 
them, Imt their antics were awfnl. Fan 
taatio were the tricks they played ani 
grotesque their jokes. Between freak 
the Bits were prone to poker, and itwa 
customary down there for the player 
to assemble at this or that student' 
room. That brings me to sny story. Oni 
coterie of poker players comprised son 
of some of the best known and wealth! 
est men in the south, and into it wa 
introduced a young Virginian who wa 
gifted with many attractive traits appar 
ently, but whose antecedents were no 
particularly brilliant. I'll call him Die! 
Lurk, but that wasn't his name. 


"Most of the other fellows in the co 


terie had roommates who were bonin 
up for the final examinations. It wa 
well along in the spring, and Lurk ha 
quarters to himself on East Lawn. Con 
eequently the poker began to be playei 
exclusively in his room. 
When th 


evening seemed propitious, the won 
would be passed around at supper tha 
'three Kentnck' would be in order, an 
at 8 o'clock or thereabout the player 
would assemble at Lnrk's.

"There was a consultation over wha 


should be done with Lurk, who stooc 
with head hung down, overwhelmed 
with the proof against him. It was de 
cided that ho was not worth calling out, 
as he was not a gentleman, and thever 
diet was that he should make restitn 
tion of all the money he had won sinci 
his participation in the game and suffer 
ostracism in the university. He was 
compelled to sit down and write ont a 
check for all the money he had won, 
the memorandum books of the othe: 
players showing the amounts they hat 
lost; at various times, and he was kept 
under surveillance until the Charlottes 
villa bank, in which he kept a heavy 
account, opened nest morning.

No student or professor 
or servant or townsman, no man or wo- 
man, white or black, spoke to him or 
took any notice of him. He attended the 
final balls, and no one recognized him. 
He was not quizzed in a lecture room or 
addressed by a professor. Still he re- 
mained until the university closed for 
the season, but he might as well have 
been in the middle of the Sahara desert 
so far as intercourse with people was 
concerned."—Washington Star.
